This  past  Sunday  marked  the 
solemn  tenth  anniversary  of  the 
terrorist  attacks  on  September 
1 1  th,  200 1 .  Although  most  of  the 
current  students  at  the  College 
were  young  children  at  that  time, 
the  impact  on  the  nation  can  still 
be  felt  a  decade  later. 

The  Saint  Joseph’s  College 
community  came  together  to 
honor  the  memory  of  those  who 
were  killed  that  fateful  day. 

On  Saturday  evening,  students 
gathered  at  dusk  around  the 
flagpole  outside  of  the  Halleck 
Center  for  a  flag  planting 
ceremony.  A  flag  was  placed  in 
the  grass  to  represent  each  of 
the  almost  3000  victims  of  the 
attacks. 

Junior  History  major  James 
Bertucci  was  the  student  leader 
of  the  memorial  services.  He 
explained  “9/11  affected  almost 
3,000  people  directly,  but  it 
indirectly  impacted  us  all.  So 
Campus  Ministry  felt  we  had 
to  do  something  special  for 
this  anniversary.  Then  Student 
Development  and  several  other 
organizations  joined  in  to  help.” 
Nearly  30  students  helped  place 
the  flags. 

Sunday  afternoon,  a  memorial 
service  took  place  in  the  same 
location.  It  was  opened  with  an 
adapted  version  of  a  speech  made 
by  Pope  Benedict  XVI  when  he 
visited  Ground  Zero  in  New  York. 
Students  also  read  two  passages 
from  the  Bible. 

Saint  Joseph’s  College 
President  F.  Dennis  Riegelnegg 
spoke  about  his  personal 
experiences  on  September  11th 
and  the  ways  it  impacted  his  life. 

He  also  told  students  that  “as 


academics,  we  need  to  understand 
and  reconcile  what  happened.” 

The  Rensselaer  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  Chief  Buz  Koehler 
also  spoke  about  the  rescue 
workers  who  risked  their  lives  to 
help  others.  “Losing  a  member  of 
the  fire  department  is  like  a  losing 
a  family  member,”  he  said. 

The  service  ended  with 
the  College’s  choir  singing  the 
national  anthem  and  Taps  played 
by  Sophomore  Music  major  Chris 
Davies.  The  somber  ceremony 
was  attended  by  many  members 
of  the  Puma  family,  including 
students  and  staff. 

After  the  ceremony,  Senior 
Political  Science  major  Adam 
Ruggles  reflected  that  September 
1 1  th  “helped  me  realize  the  power 
of  unity  and  drove  home  the 
point  that  enough  people,  bound 
together  with  a  common  thread, 
are  capable  of  anything.”

Music  Department  gets  new,  improved  look

Over  the  summer  students 
and  professors  worked  together 
to  renovate  the  music  department. 
Associate  Professor  and  Band 
Director  Robb  Thiel  and  Director 
of  Choral  Music  Kelly  Ford  were 
the  two  professors  who  helped 
work  on  the  renovations. 

Music  majors  junior  Kelso 
Danning  and  senior  Krishanna 
Baker  also  helped  with  the 
project.  The  students  worked  for 
five  days  a  week  with  a  total  of  30 
hours. 

This  was  a  joint  project  with 


the  music  department  and  the 
buildings  and  grounds  staff. 

The  renovation  of  the  music 
department  started  the  finals  week 
of  last  semester  and  ended  the 
week  before  school  started. 

“First  we  removed  a  lot  of  the 
book  shelves,  cabinets,  tore  up 
the  carpet,  and  opened  up  doors 
that  were  boarded  shut,”  Thiel 
said. 

They  also  painted  all  of  the 
rooms,  refinished  the  woodwork, 
put  tables  and  chairs  together,  and 
the  carpenter  shop  put  down  the 
new  carpet. 

In  two  of  the  classrooms  there 
are  interactive  white  boards,  and 
there  is  now  an  electronic  music 


lab.  “[It]  is  really  neat”  said  Thiel. 

The  choir  room  is  now  on 
the  third  floor  of  the  Evans 
Arts  and  Science  building.  The 
faculty  have  bigger  offices  now 
and  bigger  studios  for  private 
lesson  teachers.  “Everyone  is 
impressed,”  said  Thiel. 

The  room  number  signs  were 
also  replaced  and  they  also  got  a 
new  lock  system. 

Senior  Music  major  Ethan 
Avina  is  really  happy  with  the 
renovations.  “The  new  desks  that 
are  there  now  are  a  lot  nicer  than 
the  old  ones  because  people  can 
actually  fit  their  notebook  and 
book  on  the  desk  during  class. 

He  is  also  impressed  with  the 


new  technology,  “We  have  some 
of  the  most  high  tech  learning 
tools  on  campus”  Avina  said. 

He  also  said  “I  also  feel  almost 
jealous.  I’m  sad  I  won’t  be  able  to 
enjoy  it  as  much  as  everyone  else 
because  I’m  a  senior.” 

There  were  several  other 
renovations  projects  in  progress 
around  campus  at  the  same 
time,  including  cleaning  the 
reflecting  pond  fountain  ,  fixing 
the  drainage  problem  in  the  IM 
field,  and  adding  carpet  to  some 
of  the  classrooms  in  the  Core 
building.  The  water  tower  was 
also  repainted  and  now  features  a 
Puma  pawprint.

Fulbright

After  the  end  of  the  last  school 
year.  Associate  Professor  of 
History  Dr.  Ilicia  Sprey  made 
the  decision  to  go  on  Sabbatical 
for  the  spring  semester  of  2012. 

In  August,  Dr.  Sprey  received  a 
Fulbright  Scholarship  to  study 
in  Vietnam  over  the  duration 
of  the  sabbatical.  “It  was  in  the 
begimiing  of  August  when  I 
received  a  phone  call  from  the 
Council  of  International  and 
Educational  Studies  asking  if  I 
wanted  to  accept  the  scholarship,” 
said  Dr.  Sprey.  “It’s  kind  of  hard 
to  turn  down.” 

The  Fulbright  Scholarship 
is  a  program  for  students  and 
educators  alike.  It  was  created 
by  Senator  J.  William  Fulbright 
in  1946  as  a  means  to  send 
American  students  to  study,  and 
serve  as  cultural  emissaries  to 
nations  abroad. 

Dr.  Sprey  will  be  going  to 
Vietnam,  and  she  is  not  sure 
exactly  where  she  will  be  sent,  but 
she  is  aware  of  her  duties.  Starting 
in  January,  Dr.  Sprey  will  be 
teaching  and  studying  history,  as 
well  as  serving  as  a  guest  lecturer 
at  the  local  universities.  “Most 
of  the  classes  will  be  taught  in 
English,  but  I  do  plan  on  brushing 
up  on  my  Vietnamese,”  Dr.  Sprey 
added.  She  will  stay  in  Vietnam 
for  five  to  six  months,  depending 
on  how  much  work  she  will  be 
taking  on.

1.  Call  of  Duty:  Modern 
Warfare  3 

In  recent  memory,  the  Call 
of  Duty  series  has  dominated 
the  military  first-person  shooter 
genre.

With  all  these  different 
backgrounds  Stroud  believes 
highly  in  communication.  “This 
has  to  happen  both  on  and  off  the 
field.  Coming  together  and  being 
on  the  same  page  is  important. 
Every  player  has  his  own  style  of 
play,  so  the  game  is 
subjective  and  everyone  sees 
things  differently.”  Stroud  also 
served  as  a  translator  for  a  rugby 
team  overseas,  Suntory  Rugby 
Club  and  it  was  here  he  began  to 
see  life  and  the  game  of  soccer 
differently.  While  serving  under 
coaching  director  Eddie  Jones 
athletics  could  be  seen  as  an  art 
form.  Jones  taught  Stroud  to  see 
managing  a  team  as  a  canvas  and 
when  there  are  so  many 
influences  then  it  gets  ugly  and 
chaotic.  “I  hope  to  help  our 
players  make  our  canvas  of  work 
more  clear  and  beautiful,”  said 
Stroud. 

Stroud  is  very  grateful  for  the 
opportunity  and  is  already 
having  some  feeling  of 
accomplishment.  Stroud  has  kept 
a  journal  for  years  and  in  it  he 
has  written  down  his  daily  and 
yearly  goals.  “I  am  very  close 
to  achieving  them,”  he  says.
